REPORT  ON  THE  MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING 

31ST  DECEMBER,  1934. 


I.  Administration. 

1.  (a)  Staff. 

Dr.  Charles,  Medical  Officer  of  District  2  South  was  granted  11  days 
casual  leave  from  1.  2.  34.  During  his  absence  the  duties  were  performed  by 
Dr.  Reginald  Austin,  acting  Resident  Surgeon,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of 
District  2  North.  Dr.  Charles  was  also  granted  4  days  casual  leave  from

12.  An  increase  is  shown  in  the  expenditure  for  scavenging  and  cleaning’ 
of  Kingstown.  This  increase  was  occasioned  by  having  to  erect  new  stables 
and  cart  sheds  consequent  on  the  removal  of  the  Chief  Medical  and  Health. 
Officer’s  Office  and  that  of  the  Sanitary  Department  to  the  premises  recently 
occupied  by  the  Girls’  High  School. 

13.  Item  9,  “Incinerators”  rose  from  £18.  5.  0  in  1933  to  £65.  16  8  in 
1934.  The  increase  almost  wholly  represents  capital  expenditure  necessitated 
by  the  purchase  of  an  half  acre  of  land  near  to  the  Kingstown  Incinerator  for 
trenching  incombustible  material  other  than  tins,  pans,  broken  crockery,  scrap 
iron  etc.  The  remaining  half  of  the  purchase  price  of  this  land  will  be  paid 
from  the  1935  vote. 

14.  There  were  decreases  in  the  expenditure  on  Public  and  School 
Latrines  and  on  the  scavenging  of  Small  Towns. 


II.  Public  Health. 

15.  1.  General  Remarks .  The  sickness  recorded  in  the  Districts  by  the 
various  Medical  Officers,  as  well  as  the  number  treated  in  the  Institutions  are 
shewn  in  the  following  table  with  the  corresponding  figures  for  1934  : —

16.  The  attendances  at  the  District  Dispensaries  show  an  increase  over 
last  year’s  of  213.  These  figures  are  exclusive  of  persons  attended  by  the 
resident  dispensers  at  Sandy  Bay,  Bequia,  and  Union  Island.  The  attendances, 
in  the  Southern  Grenadines  have  risen  from  667  in  1933  to  2,021  in  1934.  This 
is  no  doubt  due  to  the  fact  that  a  Resident  Medical  Officer  was  appointed  to  the 
Southern  Grenadines  in  August  1934,  and  not  to  any  increase  in  the  incidence  of 
disease.  The  attendances  recorded  in  the  Districts  in  St.  Vincent  would  there¬ 
fore  show  a  decrease  of  1,141. 

17.  There  were  731  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  recorded  with  15  deaths.  It 
was  confined  chiefly  to  District  2  South,  District  3  and  District  1.  There  were 
198  cases  of  Measles  with  no  deaths,  mainly  confined  to  the  Southern  Grenadines, 
Disti'ict  3  and  District  1 .  Chicken  Pox  numbered  77  cases  with  no  deaths.  These 
occurred  for  the  most  part  in  District  1, — Districts  4  and  5  were  not  afflicted. 

1  case  of  Erysipelas  was  recorded  in  District  2  North.  Bronchial  Febrile 
Catarrh — Influenza — claimed  724  cases  with  5  deaths,  as  against  1,866  cases 
with  11  deaths  in  1933. 

18.  30  cases  of  Pneumonia  with  9  deaths  were  recorded,  the  largest  numbers 
being,  as  was  the  case  in  1933,  in  Districts  4  and  5  respectively. 

19.  Diarrhoea  in  children  under  2  years  of  age  was  not  so  prevalent  as  in 
1933.  There  were  966  cases  with  71  deaths  recorded,  as  against  1,005  cases. 

20-  The  number  of  deaths  recorded  exclusive  of  still  births  is  7 51,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  790  in  1933.  The  deaths  of  children  under  1  year  of  age  are  228. 
Still  births  numbered  116.

2.  Communicable  Diseases. 

Mosquito  or  insect-borne — Malaria. 

21.  There  were  4  persons  certified  as  having  died  from  Malaria  during  the 
year  as  against  10  deaths  in  the  previous  year.  774  cases  were  treated  as  com-

pared  with  950  in  1933  when  a  Circus  Company  arrived  from  Grenada  with  a 
number  of  its  personnel  stricken  with  a  virulent  type  of  malignant  malaria. 

22.  An  outbreak  of  “fever”  confined  to  a  settlement  known  as  Ashton  in 
Union  Island  occurred  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  called  for  special 
attention. 

23.  The  Chief  Medical  and  Health  Officer  on  the  occasion  of  a  visit  examined 
yo  cases.  16  of  the  90  showed  a  rise  of  temperature  of  100°  F  and  over.  The 
clinical  history  was  similar  in  each  case — sharp  fever  for  3  or  4  days,  with  chill¬ 
ness,  headache,  some  sweating  and  prostration,  followed  subsequently  bv 
intermittent  rises  chiefly  after  the  middle  of  the  day.  The  clinical  history  and 
appearance  of  the  cases  suggested  malaria.  An  anopheline  survey  was  made 
during  the  short  stay  on  the  island,  but  the  search,  admittedly  incomplete,  failed 
to  discover  anopheles  mosquitoes  of  any  kind  whatever. 

24.  9  Blond  films  were  taken  by  Dr.  L.  S.  Morgan,  the  then  District  Medical 
Officer,  and  2  of  these  proved  positive,  but  as  both  persons  had  resided  in 
malarial  districts  outside  of  the  Island  the  test  was  held  to  be  inconclusive. 

25-  A  comprehensive  anopheline  and  malaria  survey  of  the  Islands  should, 
however,  be  undertaken,  with  a  view  to  establishing  definitely  the  enclemicity  or 
^otherwise  of  malaria. 

26.  There  were  3  deaths,  2  males  and  1  female.  2  were  60  years  of  age 
and  the  other  20  years.  The  Medical  Officer  was  of  opinion  that  all  these  deaths 
were  attributable  to  influenza  and  death  certificates  were  so  certified. 

27.  A  control  organisation  was  set  up  for  dealing  with  the  outbreak.  A 
Dispenser  and  two  Nurses  were  required  to  make  a  daily  comb  of  the  affected 
area,  visiting  every  house  and  administering  quinine  personally  to  every  person 
running  a  temperature.  The  outbreak  was  stamped  out  after  a  few  weeks. 

28.  As  stated  in  previous  reports,  Malaria  is  not  a  major  problem  in  this 
Colony.  The  local  vector  lias  been  identified  as  A.  Argyritarsis  and  is  found 
chiefly  in  that  portion  of  the  coastal  belt  extending  from  Clare  Valley  to 
Bucoament  Bay  with  Cane  Grove  Village  as  the  centre.  There  has  not  been  any 
trouble  at  Cane  Grove  since  1932  in  which  year  a  change  from  cotton  to  sugar 
cane  cultivation  was  made.  The  area  is  certainly  much  drier  now. 


Infectious  Diseases — Enteric  Fever. 

29.  There  were  19  cases  and  4  deaths.  The  figures  for  the  previous  rear 
were  8  cases  and  1  death.  Of  the  19  cases  only  (i  occurred  in  St.  Vincent.  The 
others  were  all  from  Mustique — an  Island-plantation  of  100  souls  lying  some 
distance  from  St.  Vincent  of  which  it  is  a  dependency. 

30.  An  investigation  into  the  outbreak  did  not  establish  definitely  the 
source  of  infection.  Sanitary  conditions  were  however  found  to  he  primitive. 
Latrine  accommodation  was  almost  non-ex'stant  and  the  water  used  came  chiefly 
from  a  pond.  Given  such  conditions  it  only  required  the  introduction  of  tlio 
infective  agent  to  start  an  epidemic.  The  St.  Vincent  Grenadines  though  not  so 
far  distant  from  Headquarters  are  difficult  of  access  due  chiefly  to  the  absence  of 
sufficient  and  suitable  means  of  communication.  They  are  therefore  not  as 
frequently  visited  as  they  should  be.  Progress  is  also  rendered  difficult  because 
of  the  low  economic  standard  prevailing. 

31.  Effective  measures  were  taken  in  hand  on  the  first  signs  of  the  trouble. 
98  persons  were  inoculated.  Of  this  number  74  received  2  inoculations.  Other- 
routine  measures  were  adopted.  There  ay  ere  3  deaths.

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32.  Diptheria.  Xo  cases  were  recorded  during  the  year. 

33.  Tuberculosis.  There  were  60  cases  and  48  deaths  from  all  forms  of 
Tuberculosis.  This  gives  an  incidence  of  11*2  per  10,000  of  the  population  and 
a  death  rate  of  '9  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

34.  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  accounted  for  49  of  the  60  cases  and  44  of  the 
48  deaths.  There  were  therefore  11  cases  and  4  deaths  from  other  forms  of 
Tuberculosis.  The  figures  for  1933  were  73  cases  and  54  deaths  from  all  forms 
of  the  disease. 

35.  During  the  year  19  patients  were  treated  at  the  Tubercular  Home  at 
Low  Point  which  carries  10  beds  for  female  patients  only.  They  were  11  deaths. 
The  Home  is  maintained  partly  by  a  Government  grant  and  partly  by  private 
donations.  There  is  no  Institutional  accommodation  for  male  sufferers  other 
than  that  provided  in  the  general  wards  of  the  Colonial  Hospital  where  patients 
cannot  be  allowed  to  occupy  beds  for  protracted  periods  such  as  feature  certain 
•cases  and  types  of  Tuberculosis.

Yaws.  The  fight  against  Yaws  continues.  19,329  injections  were 
given.  The  preparations  used  are  “Sobita”,  “  Sulpharsphenamine  ”,  and 
u  Neoarsphenamine  ”.  While  the  incidence  is  falling  on  the  Windward  or  more 
open  side  of  the  Colony  the  same  cannot  be  said  of  a  large  section  of  the  Leeward 
District  which  is  more  damp  and  heavily  treed.  Again,  the  economic  level  is 
lowest  in  that  portion  of  the  district  between  Pembroke  and  Barrouallie  where 
infection  is  highest.  There  is  here  an  amazing  apathy  towards  the  disease — 
probably  the  result  of  a  fatalistic  pre-disposition. 

38.  Yaws  is  the  chief  disabling  disease  among  the  labouring  classes.  It  is 
responsible  for  more  idleness  among  grown  ups  and  absence  from  school  among 
children  than  any  other  physical  disability. 

39.  The  fear  of  the  “  needle  ”,  especially  among  children,  undoubtedly  keeps 
many  a  sufferer  away.  On  the  other  hand  the  Colony  cannot  afford  the  expense 
of  preparations  for  oral  administration  which  are  being  used  with  apparent 
success  in  a  neighbouring  Colony.

40.  Syphilis.  784  cases  were  treated.  There  were  36  deaths,  being  4*6  Jo 
of  the  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year.

42.  Up  to  and  including  the  year  1933  the  Tables  of  Vital  Statistics 
shown  in  these  reports  were  taken  from  the  Registrar's  figures. 

43.  During  1934  this  Department  began  its  own  classification  of  deaths  as 
set  out  in  the  “  Manual  of  the  International  List  of  Causes  of  Dead)  This  led 
to  our  making  up  certain  of  the  statistical  tables  and  when  the  death  rate  was 
worked  out  it  was  found  that  this  Department’s  rate  was  much  lower  than  that 
of  the  Registry. 

44.  A  comparison  of  the  respective  formulas  used  by  the  two  Departments 
showed  that  the  Registry  had  all  along  included  still  hirtlis  in  the  total  number 
of  deaths.  This  of  course  gave  a  much  higher  death  rate  per  1,000  of  the  popu¬ 
lation.  As  for  example,  in  1933  the  number  of  still  births  was  111,  and  if  these 
had  not  been  counted  as  “  deaths  ”,  the  death  rate  for  the  year  would  have  been 
I3‘05  instead  of  15T9  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

45.  The  then  Chief  Medical  and  Health  Officer  of  Grenada  in  Ids  report 
for  1933  drew  a  comparison  between  the  death  rates  of  the  two  Colonies  for  that 
year  and  pointed  out  with  pardonable  pride  that  Grenada’s  death  rate  of  14‘3 
was  better  than  that  of  St.  Vincent.  In  point  of  fact,  however,  the  reverse  was 
the  position.

III.  General  Measures  of  Sanitation. 

47.  Sewage  Disposal.  Among  the  middle  and  upper  classes,  local  water 
closets,  chiefly  the  septic  tank  variety,  are  becoming  the  order  of  the  day.  24 
additional  installations,  an  average  of  2  per  month,  were  laid  down  in  1934. 
Both  secondary  Schools,  one  Primary  School,  the  two  Hotels  in  Kingstown, 
the  residences  of  nearly  all  the  senior  Government  officers,  a  goodly  number 
of  better  class  residents  throughout  the  Colony,  and  the  holiday  resorts  at 
Edinboro  and  Villa  are  provided  with  water  closets.  While  this  is  all  very 
well  in  its  way,  and  an  undoubted  indication  of  sanitary  progress,  the  view  is 
lield  that  as  the  number  of  water  closets  increase  so  will  the  prospects  of  a 
main  drainage  sewerage  system  for  Kingstown  lessen.  In  other  words,  as  the 
personal  amenities,  in  this  particular,  of  the  better  class  residents  are  satisfied, 
so  will  the  demand  for  an  end  to  the  “Bucket  System”  and  all  its  abomina¬ 
tions  grow  weaker.  This  is  quite  a  respectable  argument.  But  the  demand 
for  local  water  closets  continues. 

48.  466  privy  cesspits,  46  pail  closets  and  24  water  closets  were  built — a 
total  of  536  latrines.  526  privies  were  repaired  as  a  result  of  action  taken  by 
Sanitary  Inspectors. 

49.  The  much  maligned  pit  latrine  serves  this  island  satisfactorily. 
Fortunately  there  is  a  good  depth  of  fairly  loose  soil  to  he  found  in  most  dis¬ 
tricts.  By  insisting  upon  deep  pits  (6  ft.  to  12  ft.)  protected  from  surface 
washings  the  Department  gets  a  very  serviceable  type  of  privy  for  rural  areas. 
In  the  coastal  villages,  the  people  have  long  been  accustomed  to  bucket  latrines, 
but  as  the  emptying  of  buckets  always  creates  a  nuisance  on  the  foreshore, 
spoiling  the  bathing  and  doing  violence  to  the  aesthetic  sense,  steps  are  being- 
taken  to  have  pit  latrines  replace  the  bucket  type  wherever  possible.  Bucket 
latrines  are  also  more  expensive  to  maintain  and  for  that  reason  along  with 
the  bother  of  emptying  the  buckets,  they  are  often  not  used — the  owner  pre¬ 
ferring  to  take  to  the  beach  or  other  such  place. 

50.  The  Public  Latrines,  mostly  built  over  the  sea  in  the  various  towns, 
were  regularly  scavenged  and  maintained.  A  public  latrine  was  built  at 
Bnccament  Bay  where  it  was  found  difficult  for  individual  latrines  to  be  erected. 
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"Good  use  continues  to  be  made  of  the  two  deep  pit  communal  latrines  erected 
at  Vermont — the  scene  of  a  typhoid  outbreak  in  1931.  Faecal  matter  is  hardly 
ever  found  now  on  the  banks  of  the  river. 

51.  Scavenging  and  lief  use  Disposal.  A  daily  house  to  house  collection 
and  removal  of  garbage  from  premises  in  Kingstown  was  carried  out  by  mule 
carts.  In  the  Small  Towns  garbage  was  removed  from  premises  on  alternate 
days  by  donkey  carts — the  intervening  days  being  devoted  to  street  sweeping 
and  weeding. 

52.  The  six  imported  Incinerators  erected  in  Kingstown  and  the  Small 
Towns  continue  to  give  satisfactory  service.  Repairs  carried  out  included  the 
replacement  of  burnt  out  chimneys,  the  renewal  of  the  brick  work  here  and 
there  and  pointing  with  fireclay.  An  additional  half  acre  of  land  near  to  the 
Kingstown  Incinerator  had  to  be  purchased  at  a  cost  of  £100  to  be  used  for 
trenching  incombustible  material  other  than  tins,  pans,  and  such-like  articles 
which  are  dumped  at  sea  from  time  to  time. 

53.  In  many  villages  a  great  difficulty  is  presented  in  having  nowhere  to 
dispose  of  refuse.  Very  often  householders  throw  it  out  into  the  street  drains. 
The  Public  Works  road  gangs  clean  these  drains  periodically,  and,  having  no 
Government-owned  land  on  which  to  dispose  of  refuse  leave  it  on  the  sides  of 
the  drains  only  to  be  washed  or  forced  back  into  the  drains  soon  after.  A 
typical  case  in  point  is  Sion  Hill  Village  where  arrangements  have  been  made 
by  this  Department  to  remedy  the  condition.  The  Sanitary  Department  has 
no  money  for  scavenging  villages.  Scavenging  services  are  confined  to  Kings¬ 
town  and  the  Small  Towns. 

54.  Domestic  disposal  of  refuse  in  some  of  the  villages  takes  the  form  of 
huge  collections  around  breadfruit  trees  particularly.  Needless  to  say  such  a 
condition  produces  fly  breeding.  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  forced  to  take  the 
lesser  of  two  evils  by  requiring  occupiers  to  put  a  layer  of  earth  over  this 
refuse  instead  of  throwing  it  into  the  streets. 

55.  Individual  householders  in  the  towns  are  required  to  provide  their 
own  dust  bins,  but  public  dust  bins  (moveable  metal  receptacles)  art'  main¬ 
tained  in  the  market  and  in  the  poorer  section  of  Kingstown. 

56.  10,513  cart  loads  of  garbage  weighing  approximately  3,742  tons  were 
removed  from  Kingstown  and  the  Small  Towns  and  disposed  of. 

Drainage.  With  the  exception  of  the  small  area  between  “Villa  Arch” 
and  Calliaqua  the  whole  of  the  Island  may  be  said  to  be  above  sea-level  and 
-consequently  well  drained.  During  heavy  downpours  the  capacity  of  the 
drains  often  become  overtaxed  and  temporary  flood  conditions  are  produced. 
There  was  no  such  happening  during  the  year. 

57.  At  Diamond  and  Spring  Estates  where  the  stream  Hoav  is  greatly 
diminished  during  the  dry  season,  at  which  time  arrowroot  manufacture  is 
•carried  on,  offensive  pools  of  arrowroot  water  are  formed  in  the  beds  of  the 
rivers  and  apart  from  assailing  the  nostrils  of  travellers  on  the  Windward 
Highway,  not  to  speak  of  those  living  in  the  vicinity,  breed  mosquitoes  pro¬ 
fusely.  While  not  desiring  to  put  obstacles  in  the  way  of  industrial  pursuits 
the  Sanitary  Department  had  to  request  the  owners  of  these  estates  to  use  their 
best  endeavours  to  mitigate  these  nuisances  which  caused  strong  resentment 
in  certain  quarters.  Arrangements  for  keeping  the  river  beds  free  from 
obstruction,  the  river  mouths  open,  weekly  flushingsout  with  water  from  the 
estate  dams  and  spraying  with  crude  oil,  have  kept  down  the  nuisances 
considerably. 

58.  The  swampy  condition  which  existed  for  years  in  “Harbour”,  Bequia, 
was  relieved  by  a  well-made  concrete  drain  laid  down  by  the  Public  Works 
Department. 

59.  There  were  178  drains  cleaned,  21  concrete  drains  constructed,  104 
earthen  drains  built  and  42  repaired  as  a  result  of  action  taken  by  Sanitary 
Inspectors. 
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60.  Water  Supplies .  Tn  pursuance  of  the  policy  of  providing  pipe-borne* 
•water  supplies  to  village  settlements,  the  Public  Works  Department  laid  down 
n  supply  on  the  Windward  side  of  the  Island  extending  from  Landers  to 
Biabou  and  serving  the  following  villages — Lauders,  Lowmans,  Union,  Cedars, 
Bridgetown  and  Biabou. 

60.  (a)  There  are  now  three  separate  pipe-borne  water  supply  services  in 
the  Windward  District,  viz.  the  Georgetown  Service,  the  Colonarie  Service  and 
the  Biabou  Service.  In  the  Leeward  District  there  are  similar  services  at 
Chateaubelair,  Troumaca,  Barrouallie  and  Layou.  Then  there  is  the  Kings¬ 
town  Water  Supply  which  still  has  to  be  locked  off  at  intervals  during  the  dry 
weather.  With  the  increasing  number  of  local  water  closets  the  position  is 
becoming  more  acute.  Plans  for  increasing  the  water  supply  were  carried  a 
step  further  by  getting  Major  Spence,  a  Sanitary  and  Water  Engineer  in  the 
Trinidad  Government  Service,  to  investigate  the  possibilities  and  submit  a 
report  to  the  Kingstown  Board.  This  has  been  carried  out. 

61.  The  quality  of  the  water  drunk  by  the  inhabitants  of  Mayreau^ 
Mustique,  Canouan  and  Union  Island,  dependencies  of  St.  Vincent,  remains 
deplorable.  13  cases  of  enteric  fever  out  of  a  population  of  100  souls  at 
Mustique  were  returned  during  the  year.  The  people  in  these  Islands  suffer 
sometimes  from  a  “fever”  in  the  dry  season  which  the  present  Medical  Officer 
thinks  is  attributable  to  the  pond  water  which  they  have  perforce  to  drink. 

62.  In  Bequia,  wells  take  the  place  of  ponds  with  much  better  results. 
A  few  experimental  wells  should  be  sunk  in  the  Islands  and  if  successful, 
should  be  used  instead  of  the  ponds. 

63.  Before  leaving  “Water  Supplies”  I  should  like  to  point  out  the  need 
that  exists  for  providing  filtered  pipe-borne  water  for  the  people  living  in 
Buccament  Valley  and  Cumberland  Valley.  Each  Valley  has  a  large  stream 
flowing  right  through  it,  so  there  is  no  difficulty  over  getting  the  water. 
These  streams  are  used  for  all  purposes.  The  people  drink  the  water,  bathe 
and  wash  their  clothes  in  the  streams  and  certainly  misuse  them  on  occasions. 
This  latter  chiefly  by  children.  Pigs  also  roam  the  banks  of  the  streams  root¬ 
ing  and  digging  as  they  go  along. 

64.  The  Buccament  Valley  was  the  scene  of  a  Typhoid  outbreak  in  1931 
when  there  were  77  cases  with  16  deaths-  A  sample  of  water  taken  at  the 
time  was  sent  to  Trinidad  for  bacteriological  analysis  and  was  found  to  be 
unsafe  and  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

65.  Both  of  these  Valleys  are  potential  danger  spots. 

66.  Clearance  of  Bush  and  Overgrowth .  Verbal  directions  and  notices 
from  Sanitary  Inspectors  were  responsible  for  the  removal  of  dampness,  and  the- 
letting  in  of  air  and  light  on  a  number  of  premises,  by  the  cutting  clown  of  713 
trees,  the  trimming  of  1,690  trees,  and  the  clearing  of  hush  on  713  premises. 

67.  T  he  Sanitary  Inspector  of  District  4  reports  that  the  campaign  for  the 
reduction  of  overgrowth  has  made  such  headway  in  his  District  that  peasants  of 
their  own  accord  now  cut  down  breadfruit  and  cocoanut  trees  where  ihe  number 
is  considered  excessive  or  where  such  trees  affect  the  sanitarv  condition  of  their 


premises. 

Sanitary  Inspection  and  I  Cork.  56,984  visits  of  inspection  were  made, 

9,935  notices  and  verbal  orders  were  given;  536  Latrines  were  built  and  526 
repaired;  2,453  yards  and  d63  hog  swamps  were  cleaned;  178  drains  were 
cleaned  and  42  repaired;  580  accumulations  of  manure  were  removed  ;  48  dust 
bins  were  provided  bv  householders  ;  157  shops  were  scrubbed,  09  cohwebbed, 
74  limewashed  ;  39  cake  trays  were  made  fly-proof;  17  dwelling  houses  were 
repaired;  143  boats  were  emptied  of  stagnant  water,  and  45  premises  were 
disinfected  for  infectious  diseases. 

68.  Deratisation .  Much  use  is  being  made  of  the  rat  catching  service  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Department.  3,815  rats  were  either  trapped  with  “5  inch  Jaw 
Shave  Traps”  or  poisoned  with  “  Bat  Kip”. 
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G9.  Housing  and  Town  Planning.  Since  the  introduction  of  the  Building 
Regulations  in  1930,  779  applications  for  permission  to  erect  houses  have  been 
approved  and  523  of  these  houses  built.  These  figures  are  exclusive  of  the  100 
peasants’  cottages  erected  by  Government  from  funds  made  available  from  the 
Colonial  Development  Fund.  During  1934  there  were  197  approved  notices  and 
148  erections. 

70.  It  can  be  claimed  for  the  523  houses  erected  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Regulations  that  they  are  relatively  free  from  the  unhygienic  features  that  marked 
the  average  house  in  pre-control  days.  A  t  least  the  houses  built  nowadays  must 
be  erected  on  an  area  not  less  than  75  ft.  x  50  ft.  (except  in  special  cases),  must 
be  ventilated,  provided  with  a  privy,  raised  above  the  ground  not  less  than  2  ft., 
have  a  height  of  not  less  than  8  ft.  and  rooms  of  an  area  not  less  than  G4  square 
feet. 

71.  Local  architecture- has  undergone  considerable  improvement  during  the 
past  few  years.  The  open  verandah  or  gallery  which  is  now  a  feature  of  the 
present-day  house  was  seldom  seen  before.  The  old  type  “  box  house  ”  which 
was  built  ostensibly  for  resisting  hurricanes  and  which  had  no  pretensions  to 
architectural  beauty  is  now  a  thing  of  the  past. 

72.  Labour  Conditions.  The  economic  condition  of  the  labourer  remains 
the  same — low.  Sea  Island  Gotten  having  gone  out  of  favour  the  estates  have 
nearly  all  turned  to  planting  arrowroot  which  has  become  the  sheet  anchor  of 
local  industry.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  encourage  the  planting  of  bananas. 
A  “  Banana  Association  ”  has  been  formed  and  an  officer  employed  for  propa¬ 
ganda  and  instructional  work. 

72.  (a)  Should  success  attend  the  enterprise  being  conducted  in  the  “Three 
Rivers”  District  where  Government  purchased  an  estate,  cut  it  up  into  5  acre 
holdings  (more  or  less),  sold  it  out  to  the  peasants  on  an  instalment  basis  and 

’established  an  Agricultural  Credit  Society  for  giving  financial  assistance  to  the 
allottees  in  working  the  lands,  there  will  be  every  reason  for  extending  tiie 
scheme  to  the  landless  people  in  the  Pembroke-Barrouallie  District. 

73.  Food  in  Relation  to  Health.  Records  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  carried 
1,108  food  vendors  in  1934.  The  majority  of  these  were  employees  in  retail 
provision  shops  and  milk  vendors.  The  regulation  requiring  the  medical 
examination  of  food  vendors  every  six  months,  i.c.  in  June  and  in  December  was 
satisfactorily  observed. 

74.  The  food  of  the  masses  is  overwhelmingly  carbohydrate  in  nature. 
Breadfruit,  yam,  potato,  tannia,  plantain  and  farine  are  the  chief  articles  of  diet. 
Meat  is  more  often  than  not  eaten  only  on  Sundays.  People  on  the  Leeward 
Coast  come  in  for  a  fair  measure  of  fresh-fish,  but  not  so  those  on  the  Windward 
side  where  the  seas  are  too  rough  for  much  fishing.  Milk  is  very  cheap,  being 
4  cents  for  a  bottle  of  24  ozs.  Eggs  sell  from  1  cent  to  2  cents  each. 

7  j.  Bread  of  very  good  quality  and  flavour  is  turned  out  by  the  leading 
bakery  in  the  Island.  This  establishment  uses  mechanical  dough  mixers  and 
other  appliances  driven  by  electricity  and  sends  out  its  products  in  motor  vans. 

76.  School  Hygiene.  District  Medical  Officers  paid  the  usual  quarterly 
visits  of  inspection  to  the  Schools  in  tlieir  respective  districts.  As  pointed  out 
in  previous  reports  there  is  not  now  the  personnel  nor  the  facilities  for  a  com¬ 
prehensive  scheme  of  School  Medical  Inspection  including  dental  treatment. 
Hy  giene  is  taught  as  a  subject  in  all  the  Schools. 

77.  The  Sanitary  Department  is  responsible  for  the  erection  and  mainten¬ 
ance  of  all  School  Latrines.  Below  is  set  out  the  activities  of  the  Department 
in  this  respect : — 
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New  Latrines  erected.

80.  Prosecutions .  For  various  breaches  of  the  Public  Health  Ordinances 
and  the  Regulations  made  thereunder,  168  cases  were  laid  and  152  convictions 
secured.  Fines  imposed  totalled  £23. 

81.  I  beg  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  splendid  manner  in  which  the 
Sanitary  Inspectorate  co-operated  in  carrying  out  the  additional  duties  thrown, 
on  them  during  the  absence  on  leave  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.

With  regard  to 
those  suffering  from  leprosy,  the  asylum  is  almost  inaccessible,  requiring 
most  of  the  morning  to  reach  it,  the  wards  are  dark  and  tend  to  be  over 
crowded.  The  Chief  Medical  Officer  supervises  both  institutions,  but 
owing  to  the  distance  and  difficulty  of  access,  this  supervision  is  difficult

VIII.  Eye  Clinic. 

90.  An  Eye  Clinic  was  opened  for  the  first  on  October  2nd  at  the  Colonial 
Hospital,  where  the  services  of  Dr.  Lai  Kiow,  the  Resident  Surgeon,  who  holds 
the  Diploma  of  Ophthalmic  Medicine  and  Surgery  of  London,  were  given  every 
Tuesday  and  Thursday,  at  2  p.m. 

100.  The  Clinic  is  intended  mainly  for  school  children  and  paupers  and  for 
persons  of  limited  means.  School  children  and  paupers  received  free  treatment. 
Laboures  and  persons  whose  income  does  not  exceed  £50  per  annum  are  required 
to  pay  an  examining  fee  ranging  from  l/-  to  10/6.  A  small  amount  varying 
from  2/6  to  10/6  is  collected  towards  the  cost  of  glasses  supplied.  From  2/6  to 
$1/-  is  charged  for  operations  done  on  the  eye. 

101.  Dr.  Lai  Kiow  reports  that  the  “Clinic”  is  steadily  increasing,  and  that 
“  there  is  no  doubt  that  a  definite  need  has  been  met  ”  as  among  school  children 
particularly  a  large  number  of  marked  cases  of  shortsightedness  have  received 
attention.
